The winner proyed to be Pat Dnnne’a 
good gelding J. Y. Kirby, which, when called 
upon at the last eighth, moyed np to his 
opponents and passed them rather handily. Off 
to a good start, Janbert flashed to the front, 
opening a gap of two lengths when going down 
the backstretch, with Miracle 11. a nose in 
front of J. Y. Kirby, which was nearly two 
lengths in the lead of Boaewar. Janbert con- 
tinued in the ran by about the same margin as 
the final turn was reached, with little change 
in the other positions, except that Rosewar had 
moyed up and joined J. Y. Kirby and Miracle 
11. When straightened well for home the 
quartet were on pretty leyen terms, but J. Y. 
Kirby, on the outside, appeared to be 
running the easiest. Jaubert was the 
first to crack as the last eighth post 
was reached. He was soon followed by the 
Bradley youngster, and the race then resolyed 
itself into a tilt between Boaewar and the 
Dunce gelding. When a sixteenth out Wink- 
field worked hie mount aradually to the front, 
J. Y. Kilby finally passing over the line a length 
in the lead.

THE SARATOGA MESTINQ, 

Racing begins at Saratoga next Monday and 
there is no doubt that the famous old course is 
to be the scene of a meeting that will by far ex- 
cel all that have been held there in many years 
past. Under date of July SO a letter from there 
to an eastern exchange says: 

*’A yisit to the old Saratoga race course today 
was most interesting. In preparation for the 
meeting which begins here on Monday there 
was an air of bustle about the grounds that 
foreshadowed succesB. 

“F. T. Clarke of Bbeepshead Bay has been on 
the grounds for the last two weeks, and under 
his direction the place has been beautified and 
rearranged. 

'’There is a lawn of grass in front of the grand- 
stand instead of the old brick bed that made 
the racegoers feel footsore. The clnb honse has 
been elaborately refitted and placed at an angle 
where the gentlemen who now control the des- 
tinies of the course can haye a perfect and un- 
interrupted yiew of the reces. 

“A fieldstand has been built near the payilion 
and at 50 cents per head the populace can see 
as much of a race as their wealthier friends in 
the grandstand. Boxes haye been arranged for 
the membere of the Saratoga Polo Clnb on the 
grandstand. 

“The steeplechase course has been rearranged 
and is now in perfect shape. The inner rails of 
the track haye been rebuilt and are now a trifle 
higher, with a slight slant to the inside, which 
will do much to ayoid accidents on the turns. 

“The interest that the new msnagement is 
taking in the course is emphasised by the build- 
ing of new priyate stables by seyeral of the 
most prominent turfmen. August Belmont has 
I erected a stable with twenty-four stalls. F. B. 
Hitchcock has one near completion that will 
haye room for twenty racers, and Meaers. Ban- 
ford A Sons haye one with thirty stalls. All

^'Snperintendent W. Pnokett has the track in 
perfect shape, and the trainers think it was 
never safer or faster. There ara a large nnm* 
bar of horses now at the coarse than were ever 
seen there before. The main track and Horse 
Haven are all crowded, and with the new arriv- 
als that are expected between now and opening 
day the management will be pnt to their wits' 
ends to supply the necessary accommodations. 

'The J. F. Schorr string are here in strength. 
'Brown Dick’ also has a string at the track. 
G. W. Poole, now at Chicago, has made appli- 
cation for stable room for a large string and 
will arrive in a day or two. 

“Secretary H. D. McIntyre arrived last night. 

“Several of the racers at the track have been 
ailing a bit. The trooble has not been confined 
to any particular lot, and it is thonght not to 
be of a serious nature. 

A few racers jast from the Long Island tracks 
have developed a slight conghing, and with 
some of the strings it is a mouth disease that is 
the trouble. The W. P. Bnrch lot has been 
slightly affected with the last named trooble, 
bat the trainer looks npon it as something that 
will pass over in a little time. 

“The track daring the galloping hoars this 
morning was mnddy. It has been raining for a 
conple of days and nothing in the way of speed 
work was attempted. There were a number of 
horses shown, however, and as I did not hear 
the sound of a cough it was hard to believe that 
there was any serious trouble in store for tha 
racers that are to supply the sport for thecom- 
iug meeting. 

“Peter Wimmer showed Imp off to jogging' 
exercise. The great mare looks in splendid 
shape. She turned a mile and a farlong a day 
or two ago when the track was good in 1 :56i and 
the trainer has great hopes for her. 

“T. J. Healey’s The Parader did a mile and a 
farlong in 2 :03i. The trainer has been in no 
harry with him since being here, and the son of 
Longstreet- Pretense is ready for what is to 
coma. There are no sick horses in the string. 

“J. W. Rogers has Nastnrtiam going again, 
and, while the track was in good shape, he was 
allowed a half mile breather in 59 seconds. 

“The W. O. Scully lot were shown to easy ex- 
excise. Gleunellie has been going particularly 
well since being here and has shown some 
speed in her work. Leonora Loriog has been 
troubled a bit with 'that disease,’ bat the 
trainer expects her to round to all right. 

'James McLanghlin showed First Whip off 
to some breezing work. The stable’s other 
racers were on the easy side.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

There is a ten-cent stand outside the Brigh- 
ton Beach race track, right acroes, opposite the 
grandstand. On Friday there was quite a sen. 
sation occasioned by its being raided, and one 
alleged bookmaker arrested. He said he was 
Malcolm Robertson of Third avenue, Brooklyn. 
He bad $176 in hie pocket, all in one-doUar 
bills, and these were taken care of by the 
police. Every year when the Brighton Beach 
meeting opens, the sqaatters of '' Dnok Hill” 
erect ten-foot stands behind the shanties on 
Neptnne avenue. Only 10 cents admission is 
charged, and is well patronized. Several yonng 
men hit npon a scheme of giving the patroee of 
the place the same privilege of betting that the 
track patrons have, only on a cheaper scale. 
They made books and accept bets from 10 cents 
to a dollar. Most of the bets were of the lU-cent 
variety. When a man made a dollar bet he was 
known as a plunger. Soon the place became 
known as the “two-oent gambling honse.” That 
was when craps, rod and black and sweat gamei 
were introdnoed. While it ie not believed that 
the Metropolitan Tnrf Association made any 
complaint, it ie said that Bob Pinkerton, who 
looks after the interest of the race track people, 
spoke to the police about the heavy betting go- 
ing on in the “Squatter’s Stand.” When the 
raid was made the ten*cent stand was filled. 
The occupants fled on the approach of the po* 
lice.— Spirit of the Times.

Captain Tilles, president of the St. Louie 
Fair Aseociation, announced recently that the 
association would at once open five new fall 
stakes for competition over the Fair Gronods 
track. Each stake will have $1,000 added, which 
ehoold make it worth $2,500, all told.
